IN THE EDITOR'S MAIL 


Yodeleditor;: 

One thing’ that I started a few weeks 
ago, and perhaps the Yodeler might take 
it up, too, is that I suggested that 
the Winter Sports enthusiasts might take 
along on their trips to the snow a 15¢ 
block of stock salt for the deer, and 
also a few cents! worth of bird seed for 
the birds. With salt hard to get from 
natural sources, being covered by many 


' feet of snow, the deer need what help we 


can give them, The salt should be 
placed on a stump or log, in a clearing, 
away from crowds and the highway, The 
bird seed should be placed in a box, 
like an apple box on its side, on a 
stump or in the crotch of a tree, so 
that new snow would not cover it up. 

In our small way.we can help the wild- 
life during this unusually hard winter, 
and if every skiing enthusiast would 
think of these creatures and help them 
with their problems, we would be doing 
a conservation aid to save another 
natural resource, our wildlife. 

This idea developed from our burro 
trip last year when we took salt along 
for the burros, After making camp I 
would put the salt out on a boulder, and 
soon the deer would come. At any time 
during the night we could turn the flash- 
light on the salt and see three or four 
deer licking to their hearts! content, 
If they needed it then and seemed so 
anxious for it, how about now when the 
natural salt licks are under several 
feet of snow? 

As we left camp, we would break off a 
small chunk and leave it. Finally the 
two blocks were gone and then we 
sprinkled salt on boulders, Again the 
deer would lick the rock clean. We have 
often said that we never got so much 
pleasure from 15 cents before. 

Incidentally, if anyone wants to buy 
a small two-year-old burro, cute as a 
bug-in-a-rug, gentle (it does not kick), 
and beautifully marked, fat as a butter- 
ball,--I have one for sale, $0.
